The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable 
subject matter: Interpreting the claims in light of the specification, under the 
broadest reasonable interpretation of the claimed limitation which is consistence 
with the Applicant's Specification. In particularly, the claimed invention 
advantageously provides a finer level of detail that using the Interlanguage DTD 
to transfer the data of the first schema into the second schema; wherein the 
transfer mechanism includes a superordination mechanism and a 
composition mechanism; and wherein within the superordination mechanism 
there are the submechanisms of hyponymy, hyperonymy, co-hyperonomy, 
antonymy and series (see claims 1 , 17 and 28); also the claimed invention 
advantageously provides a finer level of detail that automatically reading the 
structure and semantic ontology immanent in the source data by interpreting 
the DTDs; including applying a plurality of filters including a delicacy filter, 
a synonomy filter, a contiguity filter and a subset filter (see claim 1 2); also 
the claimed invention advantageously provides a finer level of detail that

wherein the dictionary is constructed using five semantic rules: minimized 
ambiguity; functional clarity; lowest common denominator semantics; a
